GAME OVER? 

Protesters claim victory as nightclub plan dropped 


A historic Gala Bingo hall has been 
saved from the threat of conversion 
into a nightclub after a developer 
dropped a legal challenge. 

Kingston Arena’s director Franco 
Lumba was due to ask Wimbledon 
magistrates to overturn Kingston 
Council’s rejection of his licensing 
application. 

But the company withdrew the 
appeal, putting a halt to its plans to 
open a 2,000 capacity venue. 

Bernadette Vallely, of Richmond 
Road Residents’ Association, said: 
“Residents have won this case,

proving when we act together we 
don’t have to accept inappropriate 
applications that would ruin our 
community.” 

Mr Lumba’s solicitor Julian 
Skeens was unavailable for com¬ 
ment when the Kingston Guardian 
went to press but Kingston Council 
confirmed the appeal had been 
dropped. 

Controversy has surrounded the 
former bingo hall since Mr 


Lumba’s company acquired the 
building for a reported £1.975m in 
October 2010. 

After buying the building, Mr 
Lumba said he planned to turn it 
into a fully licensed clubbing venue. 

Richmond Park MP Zac Gold¬ 
smith said: “The proposal entered 
by Kingston Arena was unsuitable 
for the location and there was a 
genuine concern about crime and 
public safety. I’m glad residents did¬ 
n’t have to fight this case in court.” 

Councillor Andrea Craig said: 
“Very occasionally a hugely 


important building such as this 
finds itself vulnerable to inappro¬ 
priate development or usage.” 

Canbury Residents’ Association’s 
Nicola Duffey said: “We are not 
swinging from the rafters yet but 
we are getting closer to what we 
want.” 

The fate of the site has not yet 
been revealed by Mr Lumba or his 
solicitor but Mrs Vallely said they 
had heard a Kingston church was 
in planning discussions with the 
council in case the land went up for 
sale.

New companies spring up 
despite recession gloom

According to Duport’s statis¬ 
tics, the number of new com¬ 
panies opened in Kingston so 
far this year was 571, with 255 
of those opening between April 
and June. 

This second quarter growth 
was higher than any other 
time for Kingston, with 
records as far back as 1922. 

Factors suggested for the 
business boom included recent 
hosting of Olympic road races, 
a healthy property market and 
good transport links. 


Traders join forces to encourage shoppers 


Concerned traders along 
Hook Parade have set up 
their own business commu¬ 
nity group following a fall 
in visitors and sales. 

Over recent months the 
parade, also known as Ar¬ 
cade Parade, lost Nat West 
and a halal butcher, with a 
number of other shops also 
becoming empty along the 
Hook Road parade. 

The new business commu¬ 
nity group, which has met 
for the first time, will meet 
every month to discuss 
concerns. 

Steve McManus, 51, owner 
of butchers Surrey Premier 
Meats, said: “You have only 
got to look out there - there 



are no people. We need more 
footfall in the area and we 
need to generate more inter¬ 
est.” 

The trader, who has owned 
the shop for a year, suggest¬ 
ed a weekly street market 
and regular events to attract 
people and boost sales. 

He said: “The rents on 


these shops are very high so 
we need to get more busi¬ 
ness to make it viable. 

“The council does not 
seem to realise the amount 
of rent it is charging is crip¬ 
pling businesses.” 

Angela Stevenson has 
owned hairdressing shop 
Charisma for 30 years. 

She said: “Trade has been 
down in the past couple of 
years and much more in the 
past year. 

“A few years ago we had 
Woolworths and the post of¬ 
fice so more people came. 

“I think we will be going 
soon. Rates just keep going 
up. Shops keep closing.” 

Chessington and Hook res¬ 


idents blamed the lack of 
parking at the parade for 
the number of visitors. 

Resident Lorraine Rolfe 
posted in the south of the 
borough neighbourhood 
group page: “There is nor¬ 
mally only parking avail¬ 
able at the library, which we 
have to pay for. 

“Would love to use more 
often but parking is a real 
problem there, especially in 
the mornings when the 
Tesco lorry arrives and no 
one can get anywhere.” 

Another resident, Lisa 
Marie Barton, posted: “I am 
sure a lot of people have de¬ 
fected to Lidl. I have. Great 
bargains and free parking.”

Councils will fight to 
restrict prison plans 


Kingston and Richmond 
Councils will work to re¬ 
strict planning options on 
the Latchmere House 
prison site when the prop¬ 
erty goes on the market 
next month. 

The Ministry of Justice 
(MoJ) was expected to put 
the property up for sale in 
the next few weeks. 

But both councils said 
they wanted to protect the

historic significance of the 
site, which sits on the two 
boroughs’ border, and draw 
up a planning brief. 

The MoJ said it did not yet 
have specific plans for the 
former open prison, which 
officially closed in 2011. 

A spokesman for Kings¬ 
ton Council said: “The 
councils have jointly ap¬ 
pointed consultants to as¬ 
sist them in preparing a 
planning brief for the site. 

“This will specify require¬ 
ments for the redevelop¬ 
ment of the site including 
land uses, pedestrian and 
vehicular access and egress 
arrangements, and density 
of development.” 

Residents’ comments and 
ideas on the land will be 
welcomed when a public 
consultation opens in 
September. 

The intended planning 
brief, which will restrict 
and guide future planning 
applications, will identify 
existing features to be re¬ 
tained, including the main 
building, which is a build¬ 
ing of townscape merit. 


English is second tongue 
for 30% of school pupils 


Nearly a third of children at 
Kingston schools do not speak 
English as their first language, 
according to latest figures. 

A total of 113 languages were 
spoken by 6,983 children at pri¬ 
mary and secondary schools 
in the borough, or 30 per cent 
of the 23,000 pupils in total. 

St Joseph’s primary in 
Kingston had the most foreign¬ 
speaking pupils, with 64 per 
cent of youngsters not having 
English as their first language, 
according to school census fig¬ 
ures from January this year. 

An Ofsted report in 2010 
rated the school as good, but 
said variations in English 
standards in some classes 
were partly due to pupils who 
were new to the language. 

Other schools with more 
than 60 per cent of English 
second language pupils 
included Burlington Infants 
and Coombe Hill Infants, both 
in New Malden. 

Both schools were rated out¬ 
standing in their last Ofsted 
report. 

St Joseph’s headteacher 


by TOM BARNES 
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Merryl Roberson said despite 
having to integrate so many 
foreign pupils, strong Sat re¬ 
sults and a recent Ofsted in¬ 
spection confirmed standards 
at the school were high. 

She said different languages 
and cultures enriched learn¬ 
ing and pointed to a British 
Council International school 
award in 2009 as recognition of 
the school’s hard work. 

She said: “We have compre¬ 
hensive programmes that suc¬ 
cessfully support every new 
pupil and our staff provide for 
every child’s individual learn¬ 
ing needs.” 

Former governor Sandra 
Coombs helps at St Joseph’s 
by reading with pupils having 
trouble. 

Mrs Coombs, who was a 
Labour candidate in the St 
Mark’s ward at the most 
recent council election, said 
some children arrived without 
a word of English. 

She said: “Some pupils do 


not speak any English but 
these children get ongoing 
help throughout their time at 
the school. 

“I am not sure what effect 
that has on other pupils but I 
know that mixing with other 
cultures helps build strong so¬ 
cial cohesion, not just at 
school but in society as well.” 

The most common language 
apart from English was Tamil 
with 1,106 pupils, followed by 
Urdu with 676 and Korean at 
625. 

Others included Arabic (534), 
Polish (294), Punjabi (229), 
French (219), Chinese (216) and 
Portuguese (211), a Freedom 
of Information request has 
revealed. 

Councillor Patricia Bamford, 
responsible for schools in 
Kingston, denied extra sup¬ 
port for foreign students had a 
negative effect on others. 

She said: “I would not say it 
is not a concern, but our 
headteachers and governors 
are experienced at allocating 
support to give the best possi¬ 
ble education to all pupils.”

Calling time on our pubs 


It seems to be a case of last or¬ 
ders at the bar for indepen¬ 
dent pubs in Kingston. 

Landlords warned last week 
that closures could be the 
death knell for the tradition 
of visiting “your local”. 

Richmond Park Tavern will 
follow the Worcester Park 
and Kingston’s Cardinal and 
Alexandra pubs when it clos¬ 
es its doors on Thursday, 
September 27. 

The Campaign for Real Ale 
(Camra) said increasing pub 
closures had been a concern 
for the past four years and 
about eight suburban pubs 
and four rural pubs, closed 
each week. 

Jerry Forde, Richmond 
Park Tavern’s landlord for 22 
years, said he was saddened,

but not surprised at the 
situation. 

He said: “There are a lot of 
issues in the pub business at 
the moment. We are over¬ 
taxed [and] have really high 
duties to pay. 

“I don’t think the Govern¬ 
ment wants our business. I 
don’t think they want local 
pubs.” 

Mr Forde, 66, lives above the 
pub in King’s Road with wife 
Kitty and daughter Julie, but 
said he could not commit to 
signing another lease. 

Pubs nationally are strug¬ 
gling because of high taxes, 
competition from supermar¬ 
kets selling alcohol cheaply, 


declining trade due to the 
economy and high costs for li¬ 
cences to show live sport. 

The Cardinal, in Tudor 
Drive, shut its doors last 
week, but could re-open with 
a new owner. 

The Worcester Park closed 
two weeks ago and its future 
remains uncertain. 

The Alexandra, in Park 
Road, has reportedly been 
sold for development. 

Camra spokesman Jon 
Howard said: “There is a fu¬ 
ture for British pubs, but cer¬ 
tainly in the past couple of 
years there has been a rise in 
closures. 

“More than 4,000 have shut 
in four years.” 

Mr Forde said: “Everything 
happens at the pub. It used to 


be the centre of the communi¬ 
ty. Go out and support your 
local pub - if you don’t you 
won’t have it.” 

June Fraser, a Save Our Pub 
campaigner, said people need¬ 
ed to use their locals or lose 
them. 

Burton Road, Richmond 
Park Road and Gibbon Road’s 
community organisation 
(Brag) will hold a farewell 
party for the Richmond Park 
Tavern on Friday, September 
14. 

Brag posted on its website: 
“Another local pub bites the 
dust as a result of many con¬ 
tributing factors. 

“Jerry and all of the staff at 
the pub will be missed and 
their generosity will not be 
forgotten.”

The Chessington college, es¬ 
tablished in 1989, was given 
academy approval in July by 
the Department for Education 
following its academic im¬ 
provements in recent years. 

Headteacher Rob Nieder- 
maier-Reed said: “Under the 
Labour Government failing 
schools were being converted 
to academies. 

“All schools in the borough 
of Kingston are generally of a 
high standard. Now the pro-

gramme is for successful 
schools, so we have been 
recognised.” 

Academies are independent 
state-funded schools that re¬ 
ceive funds directly from cen¬ 
tral Government. 

They no longer have links to 
the council and have greater 
control over finances, the cur¬ 
riculum and teachers’ pay and 
conditions. 

Academies do not have to fol¬ 
low the national curriculum. 
They can choose their own 
curriculum, as long as it is 
“broad and balanced”. 

The majority of schools in 
Kingston have now converted 


to academies or are in the pro¬ 
cess of doing so. 

Mr Niedermaier-Reed said: 
“We have relied on quite a few 
services from the local author¬ 
ity in the past, from adminis¬ 
trative services to managing 
the budget. That will be a big 
change and a challenge for us. 

“We are supremely confident 
that we can do it. 

“We can manage our own af¬ 
fairs - financial, business and 
operational. We have a good 
back office. 

“We will be able to do things 
more efficiently. We already 
have our own IT network.” 

Councillor Patricia Bamford, 
a governor at the school, said: 
“This will give it more autono¬ 
my and more independence 


with operations and decision¬ 
making. 

“It won’t be under the local 
authority, but the college will 
still want to keep the links to 
the local authority alive. It is 
hard to think of any negative 
aspects at the moment.” 

Mr Niedermaier-Reed said 
the freedom to choose its own 
curriculum would benefit the 
broad range of students study¬ 
ing academic and practical 
subjects at the college. 

He said: “It is certainly not 
about making the curriculum 
easier. It is about catering to all 
our students and their skills.” 

Teaching unions say 
academies open the door to 
privatisation and are less 
accountable.

very proud. 

“I think we should have 
some kind of legacy to 
mark the cycle races and 
torch being here.”

The organisation responsi¬ 
ble for ensuring Kingston 
police are held to account in 
the community said it faces 
an uncertain future under 
Boris Johnson’s watch. 

Kingston Community and 
Police Partnership (KCPP) 
was concerned the London 
Mayor’s plan for new safer 
neighbourhood boards 
could make it obsolete and 
potentially jeopardise the 
effectiveness of holding po¬ 
lice to account. 

The Mayor of London’s of¬ 
fice said police accountabil¬ 
ity would remain a priority. 

John Azah, KPCC’s 


chairman, said: “We are not 
closing yet, but I think it is 
[going to be] very difficult.” 

KCPP has been in exis¬ 
tence for about 30 years and 
has set up a forum where 
resident representatives 
can meet police and ques¬ 
tion them on neighbour¬ 
hood issues of concern. 

The partnership said it 
had suffered funding cuts,

‘Good value’ 
councillors 


Councillors in Kingston pay them¬ 
selves the lowest personal al¬ 
lowance in the capital, despite 
charging the most in council tax. 

With the council forced to rein in 
spending, politicians in the bor¬ 
ough appear to be doing their bit 
by taking just £7,528 each a year 
out of the public purse. 

The money is nearly £4,000 less 
than in neighbouring Croydon, 
where councillors have the high¬ 
est allowances in London, and 
£2,000 less than the capital-wide 
average. 

The 48 councillors in the bor¬ 
ough are costing residents nearly 
£100,000 a year less in basic al¬ 
lowances by taking less than their 
London counterparts. 

Jonathan Isaby, political direc¬ 
tor of the Taxpayers’ Alliance and 
a Kingston resident, praised coun¬ 
cillors in the borough for keeping 
costs down. 

He said: “Residents in neigh¬ 
bouring boroughs where the al¬ 
lowances are higher will rightly 
be asking why their councillors 
can’t get by on the same allowance 
as their counterparts in 
Kingston.” 

Councillor Derek Osbourne, 
leader of Kingston Council, who 
receives £31,064 for his role, said

the borough tried to be sensible 
and prudent with its money and 
offer residents good value. 

He said: “As the cuts bite we 
have tried to do our best to cut 
costs without cutting services. As 
you can see from these results, 
compared with everyone else, 
councillors in Kingston offer pret¬ 
ty good value.” 

Kingstonians are forced to pay 
the highest council tax rate in 
London, which Coun Osbourne 
blamed on lack of Government 
support. 

He said: “Kingston gets much 
less revenue support than other 
London boroughs, so we are ex¬ 
pected to pay for almost every¬ 
thing out of council tax funds. It is 
very unfair. 

“The only way to reduce council 
tax in Kingston would be to major- 
ly cut vital services.” 

The Independent Panel for 
Remuneration of Councillors in 
London recommends a £54,227 
allowance for a council leader and 
£10,597 for ordinary councillors.

A distraught Surbiton father 
whose deckhand son drowned 
after falling overboard from a 
passenger ferry has expressed 
sadness over the lack of safety 
regulations. 

Stephen Woollacott’s 19-year- 
old son Ben died trying to untie 
mooring ropes onboard the 
Thames Woolwich ferry, Ernest 
Bevin, in August last year. 

An internal investigation of 
safety was carried out by ferry 
operator Serco Limited Marine 
Services, in advance of a damn¬ 
ing report by the Marine Acci¬ 
dent Investigation Branch 
(MAIB). 

The report, published exactly a 
year after Ben’s funeral, said 
there was a “lack of suitable 
oversight” of the unmooring op¬ 
eration on board the boat. 

It also identified “unseaman¬ 
like practices” onboard, includ¬ 
ing senior staff setting bad 
examples and the incorrect 
wearing of lifejackets. 

Mr Woollacott, who runs 
cruise company Cruise London, 
said the family was not pointing 
fingers, but said it was a shame 
the investigation happened after 
his son’s death.

He has not spoken to Serco, 
but said he planned to contact 
the company when he has had 
time to study the report in full. 

He said: “I have read the report 
and I will take time to read it 
again. 


“It says that there were 
shortcomings and mistakes and 
it is right that something has 
been done. 

“We understand that there has 
been an investigation, but it is a 
shame that had to happen after 
the fact. 

“I have been out on boats 
for years and I know that 
accidents do happen so we are 
not pointing fingers. 

“All the money in the world is 
not going to bring Ben back. 

“The most important thing for 
the family is that nothing like 
this ever happens again.” 

A spokesman for Serco said ad¬ 
ditional safety measures had 
been put in place to address un¬ 
mooring procedure and river 
access. 

He said: “The death of Ben 
Woollacott was a terrible 
tragedy, and our thoughts today 
are with his family and friends. 

“He was a much liked and re¬ 
spected member of the close- 
knit team on the Woolwich ferry. 

“We now operate a safety-con¬ 
scious culture and our safety 
systems are widely acknowl¬ 
edged to be some of the most rig¬ 
orous on the river. 

“We are absolutely committed 
to preventing an accident of this 
nature ever happening again.”

Battle is one of principle 


The managing director of 
Hydro Properties, Phillip 
Wallis, wrote to residents of 
Surbiton. 

Unlike Mr Wallis, we do 
not consider this a PR war, 
or even one of competing 
plans. First and foremost, it 
is one of principle. The pro¬ 
posals in his planning appli¬ 
cation are inappropriate for 
the filter beds site. 

Kingston Council’s policy 
also stresses the importance 
of Seething Wells as a site 
for nature conservation, 
and not as a suitable loca¬ 
tion for housing. 

Hydro continues to hand 
out its leaflet stating the 
Wildfowl and Wetlands 
Trust (WWT) has “agreed to 
join their team” as a key 
part of its ecological creden¬ 
tials. But everything WWT 
has done indicates it does 
not consider itself remotely 
to be part of the team. 

The WWT has now put out 
three statements, all saying 
that it is “not part of this 
project” or has “no formal 
involvement with Hydro”. 

It is clear, from WWT it¬ 
self, that the Hydro litera¬ 
ture was “without the 
approval of WWT”. 

What is particularly dis¬ 
turbing and ungracious is 
that, rather than apologise 
to WWT or residents, Hydro 
continues to state on its 
website and in social media 


that Surbiton residents are 
“forced to lie”. 

This does not sound much 
like the acknowledgment 
and respect he claims. 

At the recent neighbour¬ 
hood meeting, Mr Wallis 
was asked several times who 
“the applicant” was - an im¬ 
portant issue, as a quick 
look at Companies House 
shows Hydro has very limit¬ 
ed funds and turnover, yet 
its joint applicant Cascina is 
registered in the Isle of Man 
tax haven. 

We would all like Mr Wal¬ 
lis to explain this relation¬ 
ship and what this will 
mean to UK tax revenue if 
he builds on the site or 
merely sells it on to another 
developer? 

And for now we have a few 
questions for Mr Wallis. The 
first is what exactly he 
thinks his experience of 
building developments for 
B&Q and Tesco will bring to 
helping create a sanctuary 
for people, heritage and 
wildlife in Surbiton? 

And as Mr Wallis’s owner¬ 
ship of the site has seen the 
filter beds drained twice, 
causing undue damage to 
their ecosystem, when will 
he realise he is not the best 
guardian of this site?

GCSE grades far from fair 
after political interference

I also believe Edward Davey 
MP and the council should 
have a look into this as well. 

Maybe the MP should also 
challenge Mr Gove about this 
alleged fixing in Parliament. I 
will be seeing him about this to 
ask what he can do.

Patient complains of dirty 
wards and ‘shouting’ nurse 


“Aggressive nurses and dirty 
wards” reported by a patient 
are being investigated by a 
hospital. 

Tahlia Barnes, from 
Kingston, said she was left 
shocked and frightened after 
spending four days at St 
George’s Hospital, Tooting, 
when she underwent double 
jaw surgery on Wednesday, 
August 15. 

The 36-year-old said when 
she came round from general 
anaesthetic after her four-hour 
operation, at about 9.30pm, a 
nurse shouted at her and an¬ 
other was playing music loudly 
on his phone. 

She said: “She was awful. Ac¬ 
tually quite aggressive and 
shouting in my face. 

“She stuck me on a bedpan 
shouting at me to pee. It was 
quite frightening at the time. I 
did not know what was going 
on. 

“I know I was coming around 
from anaesthetic so I was grog¬ 
gy, but I knew it was wrong.” 

The mother-of-two said she 
was made to feel like an incon¬ 
venience, was very aware she 
was the last patient in the re¬ 
covery ward and felt the nurs¬ 
es wanted her out so they could 
go home.

She said: “I am not usually 
meek and timid or scared to 
speak up.

A St George’s Healthcare 
NHS Trust spokesman said 
every ward had a strict clean¬ 
ing schedule that included a 
minimum of 10 hours cleaning 
per ward per day.

Sound advice for students 

Make sure you do your 
homework before renting 


The Association of Residen¬ 
tial Letting Agents and the 
National Union of Students 
have issued advice to students 
renting for the first time on 
how not to end up out of pock¬ 
et. 

The deposit 

Tenants should always en¬ 
sure that any monies are paid 
into an accredited deposit 
scheme, protected under one 
of the three Government ap¬ 
proved Tenancy Deposit Pro¬ 
tection Schemes. Typical 
deposits range from four to 
eight weeks rent, and when 
held in an accredited scheme 
any proposed deductions 
which cannot be agreed are 
subject to free Dispute Resolu¬ 
tion. 

Swot up 

Before searching for a prop¬ 
erty, ensure you speak to 
other students or check uni¬ 
versity advice websites for 
first-hand experiences of 
renting in your preferred 
area. The amount of student 
accommodation available and 


the average rent charged can 
vary significantly depending 
on location, which could af¬ 
fect your budget. 

Many student unions offer 
free housing or legal advice 
and tenancy agreement 
checking services. 

Don’t ignore the small 
print 

Find out what kind of tenan¬ 
cy agreement you are signing 
as this can make a difference 
to your liability. Many shared 
tenancies will have several 
joint liability clauses - mean¬ 
ing you are responsible for 
the actions of your co-tenants 
for the terms of the tenancy, 
and not just the payment of 
rent. Before you enter such an 
agreement consider how well 
you know your sharers. 

If you do wish to get out of 
the tenancy during the fixed 
term, ensure you take inde¬ 
pendent advice as to any on¬ 
going liability you may have. 
As well as checking this, 
make a note of the notice peri¬ 
od - even if your landlord 


knows you are a student, you 
will have to give adequate no¬ 
tice (usually a month) at the 
end of term when you want to 
move out. 

Remember the bills 

When working out your 
budget it is important to fac¬ 
tor in other costs such as util¬ 
ity bills, TV licence and 
internet access costs. 

It is worth checking which 
items of furniture, as well as 
major utility products like 
vacuum cleaner and washing 
machine, come with the prop¬ 
erty to avoid additional costs 
once you’ve moved in. 

Check the Energy Perfor¬ 
mance Certificate for the 
property. The lower the rating 
the more power you will use 
to keep warm in the winter. 

Safety and security 

Areas dominated by student 
accommodation can have 
higher-than-average burglary 
rates so security should al¬ 
ways be a key consideration 
when looking for a rental 
home. Check that door and 


window locks are in good 
order. This is especially im¬ 
portant for back doors with 
poor sight-lines or ground- 
floor windows. If there is a 
burglar alarm, ensure the 
landlord shows all tenants 
how to use it, and that it is 
working effectively. 

Insurance 

Often students will have 
personal property covered by 
their parents’ contents insur¬ 


ance, but it is important to 
check the specific policy 
wording. If you aren’t covered 
by your parents’ insurance 
policy, there are a number of 
insurance providers which 
offer student-specific con¬ 
tents insurance policies. 

Inventories 

Always ensure you are pro¬ 
vided with a comprehensive 
inventory, listing the fixtures 
and fittings within the prop¬ 


erty, detailing their condition 
and that of the property itself. 
It is also advisable to take a 
thorough photographic 
record of the property’s con¬ 
dition at the start of the ten¬ 
ancy, if not included with the 
inventory and schedule of 
condition. If you disagree 
with the condition dispute it 
at the beginning with your 
own evidence to ensure you 
are protected.

The IAM is warning drivers 
to be vigilant against these 
dangerous fraudsters. 

Britain’s top advanced 
driver Peter Rodger said the 
one ruse to watch out for is 
when someone deliberately 
drives dangerously to force 
a crash so they can make 
an exaggerated insurance 
claim. 

How to avoid them: 

• Always look ahead and 
anticipate hazards; 

• Keep a safe following 
distance from the car in 
front and watch traffic 
overtaking you so that you 
are not surprised if it pulls 
across and brakes in front 


Beware of dangerous fraudsters who will wreck your car 



of you. 

• Beware of tailgaters. The 
car behind you will try to get 
your attention so you don’t 
concentrate on the driver in 
front. Pay attention to the 
vehicles around you and if 
you feel threatened by a 
tailgater, pull over 
somewhere safe to let them 
past. 

• Keep an eye out for local 
news - criminal gangs doing 
this tend to use the same 
locations a lot.
